The demands in this controversy have nut Teen 
presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily pcri“ l of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours of labor or change in methods of opera­ 
tion, but for the real purpose of aecompHflhins: an 
increase in wage* of approximately One Hundred 
M illion Dollars ; cr annum, or 35 per cent, tor the p en 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter 
After careful examination of the faetjdand patient 
and continuous consultation with the' Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 
of them. 
Trustees for the Fuhlic 


As trustees for the public served bv our lines and 
for the great mas; of the less powerful employees (not 
less than 80 per cont, of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund— as trustees also for tile 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through I he saving banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millioi s of dollars, in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conscience surrender without a hearing:, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 
involves an annual increase approximately, in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than 20 per cent, in the pay of the rn *n.

done. Experiences of nations in the 
past indicate that the 
trade agree­ 
ments being w ritten at present will 
be mere scraps of paper as soon aa 
the war ends. As far as the United 
States is concerned, it can stand in 
ternational commercial chaos better 
than the whole of Europe combined, 
for self evident reasons.

Sud­ 
denly three men sprang into the glare 
of light and leveled revolvers at the 
pair in the car. They wore cloth cap-; 
and threw their left arm s over their 
faces to shield their eyes from the 
fierce rays of the headlights. 
“Throw up your haids,” cried one 
of the three. 
Four shots followed in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
Miss 
McNiff 
has no idea 
w hether her companion 
obeyed the

EASY CLEANING NEST BOXES 


Sulphur Smudge Is Good W ay to Pre­ 
vent Mites— Orange or Cracker 
Boxes Are Economical. 


All nest boxes should be of a kind 
that will permit removal from tile hen­ 
house, and easy cleaning. 
A sulphur 
smudge is a good way of preventing 
in It e-in tested boxes. 
The smell of sul­ 
phur is soon gone, and no trace Is 
left to spoil the flavor of eggs, as is 
the case with disinfectants. 
To use 
Hie smudge, empty the nest box. and 
brush all straws and dust out. 
H ave 
a shovel of coals on the ground; hold 
the box against it, preparatory to 
turning over it, and throw in a little 
sulphur directly on the live coals. Drop 
the nest box, and leave till the sul­ 
phur penetrates every crevice. 
Then 
whitewash, and put in clean litter, 
'rhe box should 
fit 
on the ground 
closely about the shovel or kettle. 
A permanent nest box should he well 
built; cheap nest boxes can he re­ 
placed with orange or craeker boxes at 
less cost than it takes to clean them 
properly.
